OR THE intellectual attainments and legal learning of Melville 
Davisson Post, Esq., and for his knowledge of the law, particu- 
larly of criminal law, we have considerable respect. For his 
discretion we have noné whatever. Now, be it known that Mr. 
Post once wrote a book entitled “Ihe Strange Schemes of Ran- 

dolph Mason.” ‘The hero it was a certain shrewd lawyer who became 
the general adviser of the leading crooks in the country. It was the theory 
of this shining ornament of the profession that the average malefactor did 
not go to work in the right way. InStead of bend- 
ing his entire energies to escaping capture as the 
A Bad Piece of Business. criminal is accustomed to do, he should procure 
legal advice from a competent source and so con- 
duct his enterprise that he could slip through the 
meshes of the law’s net. Under such circumstances, escaping from capture is 
a secondary consideration if not a wholly negligible one. Hence Melville 
Davisson Post, Esq., in the goodness of his heart proceeded to inform the 
community how a murder might be committed with impunity, the proper 
community how a murder might be committed with impunity, the possession 
of another’s property be secured, legalize blackmail, extorted, etc. 

This made very interesting reading and no doubt added immensely 
to the culture of the criminal classes. Still, at the time the book was issued 
we considered it a very dangerous publication and no adequate reason has 
been vouchsafed us why we should change our opinion. And now Mr. Post 
is back again at his old work, for the March number of “Pearson’s Maga- 
zine’ contains a story entitled “‘Madame Versay.” ‘The author’s statement 
of the law, it must be admitted, founded as it is on U. S. v. Barrett (111 
Fed. 369) is unimpeachable. Mr. Post may justly consider himself in 
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the light of a benefactor of the criminal classes, if causing two ideas to 
grow where one grew before is sufhcient to entitle him to that distinction. 

In brief, the story deals with the escapade of the usual black sheep, the 
younger brother, who steals that useful stage property, the family diamonds 
and hands them to a certain lady of the under world with whose painted 
charms he is smitten. ‘he inevitable long suffering sister consults the 
astute Randolph Mason and pursuant to his instructions, a meeting is 
arranged between the woman’s protector and Mason’s secretary at which 
a transfer takes place, the former receiving what purports to be $10,000 in 
greenbacks. We say “purports’’ advisedly for the packages in reality con- 
tain only confederate bills. Then follows the arrest of the secretary and 
the decision of the learned District Attorney that a charge of possessing 
and passing counterfeit money would not lie. ‘‘These’’ declares the chief 
prosecuting officer ‘‘are bills of the Confederate States of America. They 
are in no sense counterfeit. ‘The passing of these bills as money in the 
United States is no crime against its laws. ‘he Federal courts have time and 
again so decided, although these bills closely resemble certain bank note issues 
of the Federal Government and have been more than once complained 
of by the Treasury Department.” 

No doubt the dramatic unities should be preserved, and from the 
novelists’ standpoint it was advisable that the story should end happily, 
virtue be rewarded and vice punished. We shall be very much mistaken, 
however, if this story does not suggest a few thoughts to a bunco steerer 
or two. 

Announcement is made that other articles of the same series will fol- 
low, so it would seem that the publishers of Pearson’s Magazine are fully 
prepared to assist in the good work.

E OR SEVERAL years past, the wail of the postoflice has been per- 
sistently dinned into publishers ears. Again and again and yet again 
have we listened to the sad tale of how the Department is going 
to the demnation bow-wows because of governmental liberality in the matter 
of second-class rates. Every now and then—about once every three months 
as a general rule—each publisher receives a neatly printed statement inform- 
ing him that issue of his magazine has been held up for some reason, usually 
of such a character as would excite derision in a child of school age. It may 
be that he has been guilty of the atrocity of sup- 
plying his subscribers with an illustration or copy 
Postal Deficiencies. of some picture which he has neglected to paste 
into his magazine, or perhaps a careless compositor 
has made a mistake in the number of the volume 
or even (enormity unspeakable) he has failed to mention in the body 
of the magazine that a supplement was issued with it. Is it to be wondered 
at when such crimes are rampant that the publisher should receive the treat- 
ment of a convicted criminal? At all events, he usually does receive it. If 
he makes any objections he is informed ‘Well, those are our rules and reg- 

ulations, we interpret them and that is all there is to it.” 

Now concerning this postal deficiency question, there are just two things 
to be said. First, there would not be any deficiency at all were it not for 
the fact that the government dead head mail matter has reached such 
tremendous proportions. For the six months ending December 31st last 
the postage if paid for, would have netted $2,285,427. This is according 
to the report of the Congressional Committee on Post Offices and Post 
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Roads which estimates that $5,000,000 worth of mail is annually trans- 
ported from Washington for the Government without money and without 
price. The deficit in that year was $10,516,996, and the committee figures 
that this would be entirely covered by mail franked by Federal officers in all 
parts of the country. 


And yet the publishers of second-class matter have to 
shoulder the blame. 


Second :—E ven if it were true that there was a deficit of $10,000,000 
we think that a little consideration will show that it is money wisely 
expended. To begin with, if the Government chooses to go into the post- 
office business, it must subject itself to the exigencies of trade. Every busi- 
ness house carries certain lines of goods without profit, or in fact at an abso- 
lute loss, because as is well known they serve as feeders for other busi- 
ness. The grocer will tell you that he makes no profit on sugar, but he keeps 
it because it brings trade. Now second-class matter is the main feeder for 
first-class matter, and if computation were possible, we think it would be 
found that the advertising sections of the magazines are strong promoters of 
correspondence. Every publication sent out at second-class rates results in 
so many first-class letters. 

Then again, are we not to consider the question from the standpoint 
of public policy? Is not the spreading of information among the people 
to be taken into consideration? It is conceded that the magazines in this 
country are immensely superior, taken as a whole, to those published else- 
where, and if the Government is to withdraw its fostering care it is not 
unlikely that the loss will be acutely felt. 


N VIEW of the attempts which have recently been made to secure legal 
recognition of quackery in its various forms, the decision of Justice 
John Proctor Clarke of the Appellate Division, New York Supreme 

Court, will favorably impress the logical mind The facts were that 
an individual who seems to have evolved a system of his own under the 
name of “mechanoneural therepy” was brought to the bar charged with 
illegally practicing medicine. His sole evidence of proper qualifications 
seems to have been a diploma from a New Jersey school of some sort— 

certainly not a school of medicine—recognized as 

such by the New Jersey Regents. The defence 

“Practicing Medicine.” was the usual one, viz., that although defendant had 

taken fees from a woman detective of the New 

York County Medical Society, in an alleged 
attempt to cure her of an illness she did not have, yet he was not guilty of 
‘practicing medicine” since he had not administered drugs. In other words, 
his system seems to have been nothing more nor less than treatment 
by massage. 

It took Justice Clarke but a very short time to dispose of this ridicul- 
ous plea. Attention was called to the fact that to confine the definition of 
the words “practicing medicine” to the mere administration of drugs or the 
use of surgical instruments, would be to eliminate the very cornerstone of 
sucessful medical practice, namely the diagnosis. It would rule out of the 
profession those physicians whose work is confined to consultations, the 
diagnosticians who leave to others the detail of practice. Could it be 
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doubted, asked the learned Justice, that the cure of tuberculosis by fresh 
air and diet was medical practice ? 

It is unfortunate that the courts of some of the states have seen fit to 
adopt the same view and have chosen to lay stress upon the use of drugs. 
Should an appeal be taken it is hoped and believed that the opinion of the 
lower court will be afirmed.

T IS only a comparatively short time ago that news of the sinking of 
the Joy Line steamer “Larchmont” was telegraphed throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. Now comes the epilogue. Judge 

Adams in the Admirality Branch of the United States District Court has 
signed an order, the result of which will be to limit the liability of the steam- 
ship company to the sum of $103.12, being the amount of cash 
recovered from the wreck, plus the value of a life boat in which a party 
of passengers were saved. The boat may sell for say $40. Hence the 
survivors and the representatives of the deceased 
passengers may collectively recover the sum of 
Wherefore ? $143.12 andnomore. This, of course, is pursuant 
to the statute passed by Congress in 1851, under 
which the liabilty of a steamship company is lim- 

ited to the value of the wreck. 

When the ill-fated “Slocum” went down, the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
Company succeeded in cutting down the amount of its responsibility to a 
little over $8,000. This was bad enough, but the “Larchmont” case is 
worse. On what practical ground this exemption from liability should be 
accorded to common carriers by water, we confess ourselves unable to 
understand. In what respect is their position superior to railroads. © Con- 
ceded that a single disaster may entirely wipe out a steamship company, is 
that any reason for denying justice to innocent pasengers. It wauld be 
just as logical to limit the liability of carriers by land to the value of the 
heap of scrap iron to which a train might be reduced after the wreck. 

Supose the vessel does start on her voyage in a seaworthy condition. 
What bearing should that have? As well say that a railroad should be 
exempt where a wreck has occurred through the negligence of the train 
dispatcher because a perfectly equipped train had been sent out. Perchance 
some good reason can be adduced why such legislation should be allowed to 
remain on the staute books. But like the man from Missouri we would like 
to be “shown.” 


\W E ARE becoming rather weary of discussing the various phases of 
the unwritten law, but this peculiarly American branch of juris- 
prudence has been so prominently to the front of late that it is 
impossible to avoid saying a few words. If cases in which this defense is 
interposed continue to be tried at the present rate, we shall soon be able to 
formulate a definite code. Indeed such a code was recently submitted by a 
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leading member of the bar in an address before one of the associations, 
which appeared at the time in this magazine. 
Accounted for a precedent will be the case of 
the Strother brothers in Virginia, who on March 
Unwritten Law. 7th were pronounced not guilty of the murder of 
their brother-in-law William F. Bywaters. As is 
well known, the deceased by his conduct, had put 
himself, to all intents and purposes, in a state of outlawry. The wrong done 
to the sister of the defendants was forgiven after such reparation as was 
possible had been forced at the point of a pistol. When Bywaters, after hav- 
ing been received as a member of the family coolly proposed to leave his 
new wife, and attempted to escape, the brothers shot him down. Of course, 
the defense of insanity was merely colorable, for to say that the Strothers 
were sane a minute before they pulled the triggers, insane while the murder 
was being accomplished, and sane again immediately afterwards, is too absurd 
for comment. In New York, at the time this is written the “brain storm”’ 
theory is being worked to the limit. 
Now, we have no desire to criticise the verdict in the Strothers case. 
It appears to have been demanded by the circumstances. It illustrates the 
deficiency of our law and shows how all the statutes on the books cannot 
prevail against a public sentiment which declares that in certain cases the 
punishment of death at the hands of the injured party or her relatives can 
properly be imposed.

HE SENATE is to be congratulated on having at length definitely 
disposed of the Smoot case. Assuredly it has been hanging fire long 
enough. he decision once reached cannot be attacked for the 

Upper House has the sole power to judge concerning the qualifications of 
its members. Taken as a whole, the facts proven against the Senator from 
Utah do not appear to have been so very serious. It was conceded that his 
personal character could not be successfully impeached, in fact what might 
be called the prosecution, went no further than an endeavor to show that 
he was a member of a religious body, many of 
whose members are living in a state of polygamy 
Concerning Senator Smoot. contrary to law. hat this should not be permit- 
ted to militate against Senator Smoot seems obvi- 
ous. If the eligibility of any public officer is to be 
determined by the character of some of his constituents, yes even of a major- 
ity of them, not a few seats of the mighty would be vacant. It would be 
rather illogical, to say the least, to force Mr. Smoot into the position of a 
scapegoat. 

Then it was claimed that the Mormon Church meddled in politics using 
the mighty power of excommunication, that it engaged in business, etc. But 
how can the acts of this religio-politico-commercial corporation effect the 
eligibility of Utah’s Senator. Is the Mormon Church the only one whose 
ministers meddle in public matters? (How about ministerial protests 
against the passage of the act establishing the canteen?) Will Mr. Smoot 
be the only Senator who listens to the voice of a political party or to “‘bus- 
iness interests’? ‘This is not the first time’that a Mornion Senator has rep- 
resented Utah and since its admission as a State all of its Representatives, 
with one exception, have been Mormons. 
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We have no sympathy with Mormonism, but we really fail to see on 
what theory Mr. Smoot could have been kept out of the Senate.

f (OR A first-class illustration of the difference between the power of Con- 

gress and the power of Parliament we would cite the case of the 

Marquis of Clanricarde. With us the Executive now-a-days is every- 

thing, and the law making branch of the Government, comparatively speak- 
ing, nothing. In England, however, it is the other way about. 

Now the noble Marquis appears to be a fine old Irish landlord of the 
type portrayed in the plays of Mr. Chauncey Olcott. At the present time 
he is 74 vears old and has been in Ireland only once. His character so far 

as known reveals only two innocuous features, viz., 

a fondness for skating and for painting. His 

The Omnipotence of vast Irish estates have been administered in such 

Parliament. an outrageous manner that the interposition of the 

(;overnment has been asked for and Augustine 

Birrell, chief secretary for Ireland, has- promised 

to introduce a bill which will take from their possessor the property in ques- 

tion. Krom the evidence it would appear that the Marquis would have been 

immensely popular in the court of Louis just before the Revolution. Bands 

of men have paraded the streets clamoring for bread and work. Disease 

and famine have stalked rampant, bailifts have been assassinated. In fact 

to obtain an adequate idea of the situation one need only turn to a page or 
two of Carlyle’s history. 

Now, of course in this country a man of unsound mind may be deprived 
of the right to manage his property, but this is by general act to which all 
are subject. England is restrained by no false delicacy but will proceed in 
the interest of the safety and well being of her subjects to resort to. strong 
measures adequate to meet the situation. No doubt this is highly reprehen- 
sible judging from a constitutional standpoint and yet it must be owned we 
have a sneaking admiration for such methods. ’ 
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Liability of Directors for Illegal Dividends. 


In the case of Siegman v. Kissel, decided on March 4, 1907, by the 
Court of Errors and Appeals of New Jersey, some interesting points relat- 
ing to the liability of directors for declaring illegal dividends are decided. 

It is held in effect that directors must, at their peril, know when they 
declare a dividend that the capital is not thereby reduced, and that the 
statutory prohibition of dividends from capital is a limitation upon the 
power of the corporation itself as well as of the directors. 

The principle is also established that no majority of stockholders, 
however large, can sanction or ratify the payment of a dividend out of cap- 
ital otherwise than by a reduction of the capital stock’ in accordance with 
the provisions of the General Corporation Act. 

At this time, when efforts are being made by new schemes of legislation 
to correct corporate evils, it is worthy of note that the courts of New Jersey, 
where many of the’ great corporations are organized, are construing and 
applying the existing law in a way which will tend to silence the reproach, so 
often made, that the New Jersey corporation laws are too lax and do not 
give proper protection to creditors and minority stockholders. 

This decision with the recent decisions as to the personal liability of 
stockholders for corporate debts, discussed in the March number of THE 
AMERICAN Lawyer, should go a long way to establish public confidence in 
the fundamental soundness of the New Jersey system of corporate laws. 

Real reform of corporate evils can only be given by the courts, and 
the strong arm of the Court of Chancery is a far more powerful deterrent 
of corporate wrong doing than supervisory boards or commissions. 

We print below the opinion of the court by Mr. Justice Pitney.

Phe opinion of the Court was delivered by Pitney, J 

This is an appeal from an order overruling a plea interposed 
by the defendants to the complainant's bill of complaint 
The defendant corporation was formed under the General 
Corporation Act of 1896 (P. L., 1806, p. 277). Complainant, 
a stockholder therein, seeks in behalf of himself and of every 
other stockholder to require the defendant Kissel, who was 
formerly a director of the company, to pay to the company 
the amount of certain dividends that were unlawfully declared 
and paid out of the capital of the company, basing his action 
upon section 30 of the Corporation Act as construed by this 
court in Appleton vs. American Malting Co. (20 Dick., 375) 

The bill sets out that in the year 1899, while Mr. Kissel was 
a director, two dividends aggregating about $325,000 were 
declared and paid, not out of the surplus or net profits arising 
from the business of the company, but out of its capital; and 
that Mr. Kissel voted to declare these dividends with know] 
edge that they were paid out of capital 

lhe plea, without denying this, sets up that in the year 
1903, when the complainant made a demand upon the com- 
pany and its directors and officers that they should take legal 
proceedings against the former directors (including Mr. Kis- 
sel) to recover the dividends in question, no member of the 
board of directors who were in office at the time of the 
declaration of the dividends was a member of the board; that 
the board of 1903 referred complainant’s demand to a commit- 
tee for investigation and report; that this committee made a 
thorough investigation, and thereupon reported that the claim 
of the complainant of illegality in the declaration of dividends 
was without substance; that in the judgment of the committee 
no action should be brought by the company or in its behalf 
to recover back the dividends; that in their opinion such an 
action could not be maintained, and that if it could it would 
be unfair to the directors and detrimental to the best interests 
of the company. The plea further sets up that the directors 
examined this report and the documents showing the history 
and affairs of the company, and, being satisfied from such 
examination that the dividends complained of were reason- 
ably made, in the light of what was known and believed at

pon themselves or upon the corporation the power to 
make dividends out of capital.

the time they were declared, that they were declared fairly 
and in good faith, and that it was not for the interest of the 
company that suit should be brought, thereupon resolved that 
complainant's demand be refused unless and until such suit 
should be ordered by a majority in interest of the stockhold 
ers other than the former directors, and that unless so ordered 
no suit should be brought by the company or on its behalf to 
recover said dividends. The plea further sets up that after- 
wards on request of the complainant the directors called a 
meeting of the stockholders and submitted to them the ques- 
tion whether or not suit should be brought; that at this stock- 
holders’ meeting the stock of the former directors was ex- 
cluded from voting, and that of the stock actually voted 124,- 
759 shares were against bringing suit, while only 650 shares 
were voted in favor of it. That the directors and stockhold- 
ers of the company in thus refusing to,bring suit to recover 
from the former directors (including Mr. Kissel) any of the 
dividends so declared, acted in good? faith and according to 
their best judgment for the benefit of the company. 

In the Court of Chancery the plea was overrruled and an 
order made requiring the defendant to answer the bill. 

Upon a consideration of the very learned and ingenious 
argument presented in this court in behalf of the appellant, 
it is obvious that its entire force depends upon the assumed 
basis that no question of ultra vires arises with respect 
either to the original act of declaring dividends or to the act 
of the present directors in refusing to sue. It is insisted that 
the declaration of dividend’ is within the power of business 
corporations; that while they are not to be declared except out 
of earnings or surplus, it is for the board of directors to de- 
tefmine whether such earnings or surplus exist, and if in 
making such determination. they reach a wrong conclusion, 
either innocently or fraudulently, their act cannot be said to 
be ultra vires; and that the action of the present board in 
refusing to bring suit cannot be deemed ultra vires because 
the bringing of actions to redress injuries to the corporation 
is a part of the internal management of corporations peculiarly 
within the province of the directors. 


It would seem that a similar line of argument may have 
been presented to the learned Vice-Chancellor who heard the 
cause below, for in his opinion he deals with the right of the 
courts to interfere with the management of corporations mm 
matters that are properly within the discretion of the direc- 
tors, and where judicial interference is to be justified onty 
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on the ground that the discretion has not been fairly exercised. 
He holds that since upon the pleadings the right of recovery 
against Mr. Kissel is clear, some good reason should have 
been given for not suing him, and that the plea is bad for not 
giving such reason 

Without at all disputing the cogency of the Vice-Chancel 
lor’s reasoning, we prefer to base our affirmance upon grounds 
that are more fundamental. In our opinion the entire argu- 
ment for the appellant rests upon a false basis. By the Gen- 
eral Corporation Act the powers of directors to declare divi 
dends is limited to the distribution in this mode of the ac 


cumulated profits of the company. The matter is regulated 
by Section 47, which, prior to the amendment of 1901 (P. L., 
1901, p. 246), read as follows: 

“47. The directors of every corporation created under this 
“act, shall, in January in each year, unless some specific day 
“or days for that purpose be fixed in its charter or by-laws, 
“and in that case then on the days so fixed, after reserving 
“over and above its capital stock paid in, as a working capital 
“for said corporation, such sum, if any, as shall have been 
“fixed by the stockholders, declare a dividend among its stock 
“holders of the whole of its accumulated profits exceeding the 
“amount so reserved, and pay the same to such stockholders 
“on demand; provided, that the corporation may in its certifi- 
“cate of incorporation or in its by-laws give the directors 
“power to fix the amount to be reserved as a working capital.” 

Not only are the powers of the directors thus limited, but 
the corporation itself is disabled from making dividends from 
capital except on observing the formalities and procedure pre- 
scribed by the act with respect to the reduction of the capital 
stock. The prohibition is contained in the 3oth section, which 
reads as follows: 

“30.* No corporation shall make dividends, except from 
“the surplus or net profits arising from its business, nor 
“divide, withdraw, or in any way pay to the stockholders, or 
“any of ‘them, any part of its capital stock, or reduce its capi- 
“tal stock, except according to this act, and in case of any vio-

It will be observed that this section recognizes that the pay- 
ment of idend out of capital amounts in effect to a re- 
duction of pital stock. It deals with such a dividend as 
only ot le of reducing capital, and it prohibits any such 
reducti except according to this act.” The provisions 
referred to in this exception are those contained in sections 
27 and 29, with respect to a decrease of capital stock, author- 
izing it to be done after the board of directors pass a resolu- 
tion declaring it to be advisable and calling a meeting of the 
stockhold to take action thereon, the meeting to be held 
after not to the stockholders; and if two-thirds in interest 
of eacl ss of stockholders having voting powers shall vote 
in favor thereof, a certificate to that effect, duly authenticated, 
together with the written assent of two-thirds in interest of 
each class of stockholders, is to be filed in the office of the 
secretary of state, and the certificate is to be published for 
three weeks successively, at least once in each: week, in’ a 
newspaper published in the county in which the principal office 
of the corporation is located. Taking the three sections to- 
gether, they are designed to make sure, first, that capital

“30. The directors of a corporation shall not make dividends except fri

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THE TRUE CONSTITUTION. 


Suggestions Towards Its Interpretation. 


HE Vth article under this title will not 
appear until the May number. 
In view of the great public interest in 
the approaching sessions of The First 
National Arbitration and Peace Congress 
of America, to be held in New York City, at Carnegie 
Hall, April 14 to 17, we surrender our space in the 
interests of that Congress and of The Second Hague 
Conference to meet June 15, 1907. 

The previous articles in this series have frequently re- 
ferred to the “implied,” to the “inherent,” and to the 
“necessary” powers of our National Constitution, all of 
which are “unwritten.” 

The definition of these descriptive words seems to be 
desirable fully to convey the writer’s meaning. 

At the same time, illustrations to show what those 
adjectives meant to other or earlier jurists will be given. 

The “authority” of their views may be of weight with 
those who can with difficulty accept doctrines which rest 
upon “reason” only. 

First let it be understood that the writer is unable to 
agree with those writers who have drawn a distinction 
between the extent and nature of the inherent powers of 
a State of our Union, and those of the United States as a 
Union. 

They deny to the Union the possession of any inherent 
powers, and assert that the Union has no powers except 
those “delegated” under and by force of the written Con- 
stitution: and at the same time maintain that every State 
has all inherent governmental powers except those pro- 
hibited by the State Constitution, and the National Con- 
stitution.

Union. Why it should be claimed that any Govern- 
mental Body should lack any of the powers needed for the 
exigencies of its government (unless expressly prohibited 
by its fundamental law), I cannot see. 

Under the American system all of the governments, 
State and National, flow from the people, and rest upon 
either an active consent, or upon a passive consent which 
is assumed until the powers of Revolution are invoked. 

Our people made a Nation, and then they made the 
States. The same fundamental principles governed the 
people who made, the Declaration, the Nation, the Ar- 
ticles of Confederation, the Constitution of 1787, and the 
Constitution of the several States. 

In one sense it is true that all the powers vested in 
all these conditions of government were “delegated” by 
the people. But there are two modes of delegation. One 
—that most commonly considered—is the mode of the 
written instrument. The other mode resides in and flows 
from the mere fact of National Existence. When the 
people declared (July 4, 1776), that the citizens of the 
Colonies were free and independent, the Nation was born, 
and each and every act in national matters, in pursuance 
thereof, was under a delegation by the people, of national 
sovereignty, to be enforced by the agencies of some or any 
form of government they might adopt. 

The Continental Congress made numerous officers and 
exercised many functions of sovereignty long before any 
Constitution enumerated any powers; and this was done 
under authority delegated to those officers by the people, 
through that Congress. 

The powers of National Sovereignty in the United 
States clearly, and of necessity, embrace those of both 
modes of delegation. Under our system every power 
must flow from the people through “delegation,” whether 
expressed or unexpressed.

lhe approaching Second Hague Conference will be of 
memorable importance. 

Only in a less degree will be the sessions of this Con- 
gress, as one of the great ancillary associations, like those 
ot the Hague Conterence, the Interparliamentary Union, 
and other associations devoted to noble efforts to ensure 
peace among the Nations. 

Numerous plans, more or less in line with the “Great 
Design” approved three hundred years ago by Henry IV. 
of France, his minister, Sully, and Elizabeth of Englaad, 
will be competently debated. 

As a slight contribution to the mass of material that 
will be laid before that Conference this paper is writ- 
ten by a private student of the problems involved. 

Where so many altruists have written and wrought in 
favor of an adequate plan to ensure Peace among all na- 
tions, it is impracticable to give the names, or to describe the 
labors of all, or of any. 

In every great reform every sincere worker must utterly 
ignore his own personal equation, and fix his sole aim on 
the lofty end in view—human betterment. To the extent 
that he seeks for personal advantage, or honors, he lessens 
his power for highly effective work. 

“Do the work,” and think nothing about the appor- 
tionment of “credit.” 

The “authority” of the Hague Conference is far less 
than it should be: it can “recommend,” but it cannot 
“command.” 

Hence it is without power absolutely to bind the Na- 
tions who acted in establishing the Conference. So also 
with this Congress called by committees of citizens. 

But, there is much ground for hoping that full debate 
of the problems involved will lead to recommendations of 
such weight as to ensure their full adoption by all im- 
portant Nations. 

Very diffidently, though earnestly, the writer suggests: 

That the natural order for the genesis of an ultimate 
International Constitution, will be similar to that shown 
in the evolution of the Constitution of the United States 
of America. That great charter is, in large degree, a 
model for all future constitutions. 

They first had a mere League, formed by the Articles 
of Confederation—a sort of Tentative Constitution. In 
due time, from that instrument, and from experience 
under its weak powers, there was evolved the “more per- 
fect,” and powerful Constitution of 1787, duly made by a 
general Convention of the people, and ratified by other 


_Conventions of the people held in each of the States. 


In the Constitutional Convention of 1787, Randolph, 
of Virginia, presented a “plan” of 15 Resolutions as a 
basis of the contemplated Constitution. With slight 
changes and additions that “Virginia Plan’ constituted 
the propositions which were discussed by the Convention in 
Committee of the Whole. Nineteen “Resolutions” were 
reported, and then fully debated in open Convention. 

One hundred and twenty years later another son of 
Virginia now ventures to submit another Virginia Plan 
of another Contemplated Constitution. 

It may be be wise and proper for the Congress and the 
Conference to follow a similar course: 

Let each of those bodies and other bodies working for 
Peace, fully debate every plan presented, and every phase 
of the great problems, and indicate their recommenda- 
tions. 

Let them formulate a Tentative Draft for a Constitu- 
tion of the United Nations. 

Let them call upon all the Nations to elect and send, 
cach, ten delegates to an International Convention to torm 
a permanent Constitution of the United Nations; the said 
Tentative Constitution to be presented for theconsideration 
of the Convention simply as a “plan” upon which to base 
debate, amendments, acceptance or rejection. And, that, 
after the Convention shall have made such Constitution it 
shall require ratification, by popular Conventions, or by 
the Legislative Bodies of each of the Signatory Nations 
before becoming operative. : 

Let the Congress and the Conference recommend that 
pending the ratification of the Permanent Constitution the 
said Tentative Constitution shall be recognized as a modus 
vivendi for all the Nations whose representatives shall have 
voted for it at the Second Hague Conference; and by 
all other nations who shall hereafter agree so to be 
bound. 

Let the Congress and the Conference recommend the 
following plan, or such other as may be deemed best: 


A Tentative Draft for an International Constitution of 


the United Nations. 


ARTICLE I. 


WE, THE PEOPLES of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, and its possessions, of Great Britain,and its possessions, 
of France, and its possessions, of Germany, and its posses- 
sions, of Austria-Hungary, and its possessions, of Japan, 
and its possessions, of Italy, and its possessions, of Russia, 
and its possessions, of Chile, and its possessions, of Greece, 
and its possessions, of Denmark, and its possessions, of 
Holland, and its possessions, of Spain, and its possessions, 
of Brazil, and its possessions, of the Argentine Republic, 
and its possessions, of China, and its possessions, of Mexi-

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In order to form an International Union of the Peoples 
and Nations of the World, establish Justice and Peace 
among all Nations, prevent needless or wrongful War, 
promote the general welfare of Mankind, and secure the 
blessings of Liberty and Peace to ourselves and our pos- 
terity, 

Do hereby ordain and establish this Constitution for the 
Body Politic which is hereby created. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The name and title of the International 
Union and Political Entity hereby established is, and shall 
be The United Nations. 

Section 2. The Executive Power shall be vested in one 
person, whose title shall be The Peacemaker. 

Section 3. The Legislative Power of the said Union 
shall be vested in an International Parliament, whose title 
shall be The Congress of the Nations. 

Section 4. The Judicial Power of the said Union shall 
be vested in one Court whose title shall be The Court of 
Nations. 


ARTICLE Ill. 


Section 1. The objects, functions, and powers of and 
under this Constitution are solely International in char- 
acter and scope; and no power is intended or conferred to 
interfere in any way with the internal affairs of any Na- 
tion, or in any way to disturb its autonomy. 

Section 2. The Powers of the United Nations under 
this Constitution shall be exercised only under the follow- 
ing principles and provisions: 

Section 3. Each signatory Nation at the time of its 
ratification shall define and limit the subjects which it will 
submit, and will not submit to arbitration or to judicial 
action by the Court of Nations, in so far as such Nation 
may be a party. : 

Section 4. Whenever any grave dispute shall arise be- 
tween two or more signatory Nations, either party may 
present a petition to the Court of Nations setting forth its 
complaint and asking for relief. Upon proofs and hear- 
ing the Court shall make a judgment of recommendation 
as to the merits and justice of the case, and as to the 
course to be pursued. 

Section 5. If arbitration be recommended, the Court 
shall name one Arbitrator, and each party one. The party 
against whom the decision shall be made shall be deemed 
to be without moral right to wage war in support of its 
contention unless supported by a majority vote of the 
Congress of the United Nations. 

Section 6. In case such party shall begin a war with- 
out having such a vote of the Congress in its favor, the 
signatory Nations shall treat such party as an Outlaw Na- 
tion; and it shall not be permitted to borrow money, sell 
bonds, or buy any goods of any kind from the peoples 
of any of the signatory Nations. 


ARTICLE Iv. 


Section 1. In case of a War, permissible under this Con- 
stitution, or under the reserved rights (provided for in 
Section 3 of Article III) upon a question involving hon- 
or or territorial integrity, no goods shall be deemed con- 
traband of war excepting only arms, munitions of war, 
weapons, explosives, and the materials from which they 
may be made; but articles of food and clothing shall not 
be treated as contraband. 

Section 2. Neutral ships shall make all goods carried, 
of private persons, neutral goods, unless clearly contra- 
band, and all private property shall be exempt from cap- 
ture, both on land and sea. 


ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. Each signatory Nation shall pay into the 
Treasury of the United Nations for the expense of the 
Government of the United Nations, an annual sum equal 
to the one thousandth part of the sum of the annual 
budget of that Nation for its Army, Naval and War ex- 
penses. 


Section 2. From and after the final ratification and 
proclamation of this Constitution no signatory Nation 
shall increase its army and navy equipment, in time of 
peace, except upon approval by the Court of Nations 
rendered upon a petition, pleadings and proofs duly con- 
sidered. 


Section 3. Except under the conditions stated in the 
preceding section, each Nation shall take a practical step 
towards Disarmament, by causing a reduction of five per 
cent. in its next annual Army and Navy Budget, as com- 
pared with that made last before making and presenting 
a Tentative Constitution. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. A majority vote of a quorum consisting of a 
majority of the Congress may enact a Law; but the Peace- 
maker may, within ten days veto the said Act; or, he may 
return it with approval; or retain it ten days without ap- 
proval; in either case it shall become a duly enacted 
Law. 


Section 2. If the Peacemaker shall exercise his power 
to veto, then it shall require a vote of three-fourths of a 
quorum of the Congress to enact the law over the veto. 

Section 3. The Peacemaker shall nominate to the Con- 
gress, such executive officers as may by Law be provided 
for, but such officers must be confirmed by a majority vote 
of a quorum of the Congress before entering upon their 
duties. 

Section 4. When vacancies happen in the Representation 
of any Nation the executive Authority thereof shall issue 
Writs of Election to fill,such vacancies; pending such 
elections the same authority may appoint Representatives 
temporarily to fill such vacancies.

Section 5. Peacemaker shall from time to time 
and recommend to their consideration such measures as 
he shall judge to be necessary and expedient; on extra- 
ordinary occasions he may convene the Congress in special 
session; he shall receive Ambassadors and other public 
Ministers; he shall take care that the Laws be faithfully 


executed, and shall commission the officers of The Union. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Section 1. The Congress shall choose their Speaker and 
other officers; and shall have the sole power of Impeach- 
ment. 
Section 2. The Congress shall have Power to ascertain 
the annual sums paid by each Nation represented for its 
Military and Naval expenditures, and to lay and collect 
from such Nation a sum or assessment for the uses of the 
United Nations not exceeding the tenth of one per centum 
of such sum of Military and Naval Expenditures. 
Section 3. If in the judgment of the Congress a larger 


assessment shall become necessary, then it may pass a 
Resolution inviting the voluntary payment of the sum of 
the increase. 

Section 4. No money shall be drawn from the Treas- 


ury, but in consequence of appropriations made by Law. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Section There shall be elected in the same manner 
as the Peacemaker, three officers to be styled First, Second 
and Third Vice-Peacemakers, upon whom, in their order, 
shall devolve the duties of Peacemaker in case 
Removal, Resignation, Death or Disability. 
Section 2. The Vice-Peacemakers, and the chief officer 
of the Treasury Department shall have the right to be 
present at all the sessions of the Congress, and to partici- 
pate in the debates, but shall not have 
thereon.

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“The Growth of the Commerce Clause.”’ 


By Joun W. Davis 


T HAS been well said that the Commerce clause 
of the Federal Constitution ‘“‘presents the re- 
markable instance of a national power which 
was comparatively unimportant for eighty years, 
and which in the last thirty has been so developed 

that it is now in its nationalizing tendency perhaps the 
most important and conspicuous power possessed by the 
Federal Government.” I do not hope in the scope of this 
paper to discuss at length so great a subject, nor is it my 
intent to divide between the conflicting views as to the 
extent to which this power should be driven. I pur- 
pose only to call attention to the facts as legislative and 
judicial history records them, leaving it fo the reader 
to carry forward the study from that point. ‘The story is 
one of constant advance, steady, persistent and apparently 
irresistible. 

Charles Pinckney’s draft of a proposed Constitution 
submitted to the Convention on the 29th day of May, 
1787, and referred by it to its Committee on Detail on 
the 26th day of July following, contains the clause sub- 
stantially in its present form. It provides that “the 
Legislature of the United States shall have power to 
regulate commerce with all nations, and among the sev- 
eral States.”’ (1 Elliott 147). As finally reported from 
the Committee on Revision it read “To regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations, among the several states, and 
with Indian tribes.” How slight the change will be at 
once perceived. Perhaps the form of no other clause 
of the whole instrument received so little debate, except 
upon the question as to the number of votes—whether 
two-thirds or a bare majority—necessary to the passage 
of an act under it. It was well understood that the mov- 
ing causes for strengthening the Confederacy were the 
desire for strength abroad and harmony at home—the 
former menaced by internal jealousies, which had their 
chief source in discriminating regulations of the several 
states upon the commerce of their neighbors. Common 
consent therefore vested in the new government control 
of these trade regulations. In all the discussions of the 
Federalist, this subject is adverted to but three times, 
(See papers VII, XXII, and XLI1) in each instance only 
to point out the necessity for free trade between the sev- 
eral states. The evil and the danger are summed up 
in these words—‘The interfering and unneighborly rela- 
tions of some states, contrary to the true spirit of the 
Union, have in different instances, given just cause of 
umbrage and complaint to others; and it is to be feared 
that examples of this nature, if not restrained by a na- 
tional control, would be multiplied and extended till 
they become not less serious sources of animosity and dis- 
cord, than injurious impediments to the intercourse be- 
tween the different parts of the Confederacy. “The Com- 


merce of the German Empire is in continual trammels, 
from the multiplicity of duties which the several princes 
and States exact upon the merchandises passing through 
their territories; by means of which the fine streams and 
navigable rivers with which Germany is so happily wa- 
tered are rendered almost useless.’ ‘Though the genius 
of the people of this country might never permit this 
description to be strictly applicable to us, yet we may 
reasonably expect from the gradual conflicts of State reg- 
ulations, that the citizens of each would at length come 
to be considered and treated by the others in no better 
light than that of foreigners and aliens.” 

Edmund Randolph of Virginia in offering his resolu- 
tions to the Convention for debate “candidly confessed 
that they were not intended for a Federal Government— 
he meant a strong, consolidated Union, in which the idea 
of states should be nearly annihilated’’—( Yates’ Minutes 
—May 2gth, 1787). And yet when called upon as At- 
torney General, in the year 1791, to give to President 
Washington his opinion on the United States Bank Bill, 
he says that the powers of Congress over commerce 
among the States “are little more than to establish the 
forms of commercial intercourse between the States, and 
to keep the prohibitions which the Constitution imposes 
on that intercourse undiminished in their operation; that 
is to prevent taxes on imports or exports; preferences to 
one port over another, by any regulation of commerce or 
revenues; and duties upon the entering or clearing of 
the vessels of one State in the ports of another.” ( Pren- 
tice & Egan Com. Clause, p. 12). Such was the view 
of this power and of the scope of the Constitution enter- 
tained by the men who framed it. 

Not until the year 1824, a third of a century later, did 
the clause become the subject of judicial construction. 
In that year the great case of Gibbons v. Ogden was 
decided, and the Chief Justice laid down the rules which 
have ever since prevailed. At this distance we can hardly 
believe that there could have been serious contention upon 
the law of the case. The State of New York had 
granted to Livingston and Fulton and their assigns the 
exclusive right to navigate the waters of the State with 
vessels propelled by fire or steam, and it was sought to 
sustain this exclusive grant as against vessels licensed 
under the laws of the United States for carrying on the 
coasting trade on the ground that navigation is not com- 
merce. ‘That the New York Statute should be held void 
as repugnant to the commerce clause of the Constitution, 
can occasion no surprise; but the broad and comprehen- 
sive language used in the opinion itself has been cited 
as authority for each successive extension of the Federal 
power. Said the Chief Justice—“Commerce undoubtedly 
is traffic, but it is something more; it is intercourse. It 
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describes the commercial intercourse between nations and 


parts of nations in all its branches, and is regulated by 


prescribing rules for carrying on that intercourse. * * * 
‘This power, like all others vested in Congress, is 
omplete in itself, may be exercised to its utmost extent, 
and acknowledges no limitations other than are prescribed 
n the Constitution. *It, as has always been understood, 
the sovereignty of Congress though limited to specific ob- 
jects, is plenary as to those objects, the power over com- 
nerce with foreign nations, and among the several States, 
s vested in Congress as absolutely as it would be in a 
single government, having in its Constitution the same 
restrictions on the exercise of the power as are tound in 
the Constitution of the United States.”

“Under this new regime, the hand of Federal power 
may be thrust into everything, even into a vegetable or 
fruit basket; and there is no production of the farm, the 
orchard or garden on the margin of these water-courses, 
which is not liable to be arrested on its way to the next 
market town by the high admirality power with all its 
parade of appendage; and the simple, plain, homely 
countryman, who imagined he had some comprehension 
of his rights, and their remedies under the cognizance 
of a justice of the peace, or of a county court, is now 
through the instrumentality of some apt fomenter of 
trouble, metamorphosed and magnified from a country 
attorney into a proctor, to be contounded and put to 
silence by a learned display from Roccus de Navibus, 
Emerigon or Pardessus, from the Mare Clausum, or 
from the Trinity Masters, or the Apostles.” 

But both majority and minority of the court concurred 
in the expression that the jurisdiction could not be extend- 
ed to canals built within a State. 

In 1870, in the case of the Daniel Ball, 10 Wall. 557, 
the acts in relation to vessel license and inspection were 
held to apply to all rivers navigable in fact, although they 
might lie wholly within a State, if only by forming a 
junction with others they became part of a continuous 
highway. And in 1874, in the case of the Montello, 20 
Wall. 430, this same ruling was repeated, even as to 
rivers where the continuous navigation might be broken 
by falls or portage, or by locks and dams. 

But in the year 1903, the case of The Robert W. Par- 
sons, 191 U. S. 17, held that repairs made to a canal 
boat, which plied wholly within the State of New York 
on the Erie Canal and by towage on the Hudson River, 
the canal being wholly within the State of New York, 
and built by it, and the boat at the time of the 
repairs being on land in dry dock, were matters for the 
Federal Admirality jurisdiction; and a statute of New 
York giving a lien for such repairs, enforceable in the 
courts of that State was held an unconstitutional in- 
fringement of the Federal jurisdiction and therefore void. 
I may add that when the case had reached a decision the 
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lien was lost by lapse of time, and what became of the 
poor repairer the record does not state. Justices Brewer, 
Harlan, Fuller and Peckham dissented, and the follow- 
ing quotation from the dissenting opinion reads like an 
echo from the opinion of Justice Daniel forty-six years 
before, in the case of the Magnolia. 

“Why should we be so anxious” says Justice Brewer, 
“to drive parties having small claims away from their 
local courts to courts not infrequently held at a great 
distance? Why should we be so anxious to force litigants 
into a court where there is no constitutional right to a 
trial by jury? 1, for one, believe that the right of trial 
by jury is not to be taken away from a claimant unless 
it be in a case coming clearly within the well established 
limits of equity and admirality cases. 1 do not like to see 
these provisions which have so long been the boast of our 
Anglo-Saxon system of procedure frittered away by either 
legislative or judicial action.” 

So although nearly eighty years were occupied in the 
journey, the Federal maritime power at last travelled 
from the high seas and the ebb and flow of the tides, to 
the raging billows and majestic galleons of the Erie 
Canal. Shall we be surprised if we discover similar 


progress made by land? 


RAILROADS. 


The first attempt on the part of Congress to exercise 
this power towards transportation by land is believed to 
be in the incorporation of the Pacific Land Grant Rail- 
roads in the year 1862. But in the year 1866, by the 
Act of June 15th, since incorporated in the Revised 
Statutes as Section 5258, the first general regulation was 
attempted. It is worth while by way of comparison to 
observe just what this Act was. It was entitled in its 
preamble :— 

“Whereas the Constitution of the United States con- 
fers upon Congress in expressed terms, the power to 
regulate commerce among the several States, to establish 
and it con- 





post roads, and to raise and support armies” 
tinued as follows :— 

“Every railroad company in the United States, whose 
road i$ operated by steam, its successors and assigns, is here- 
by authorized to carry upon and over its road, boats, bridges 
and ferries, all passengers, troops, government supplies, 
mails, freight and property on their way from any State 
to another State, and to receive compensation therefor, 
and to connect with roads of other States so as to form 
continuous lines for the transportation of the same to the 
place of destination — — — This section shall not be 
construed to authorize any railroad company to build any 
new road or any connection with another road, without 
authority from the State in which such railroad or con- 
nection shall be proposed.” In brief then this Act author- 
ized steam railroads to carry for hire, and to connect 
with other lines so as to form continuous lines—but by 
and with the authority of the State in which such con- 
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nection might be made. Surely here was no broad as- 
sumption of power; and yet for even this modest en- 
actment, Congress feels called upon to vouch in the pre- 
amble in semi-apologetic manner, the constitutional grant 
of power to regulate commerce among the states. 

‘The purpose of this Act, as declared by the Supreme 
Court, was to remove trammels upon transportation 
which had previously existed, and to prevent the creation 
of such trammels in the future, and also to be a declara- 
tion by Congress in favor of the great policy of continu- 
ous lines, and therefore as favoring such business arrange- 
ments between companies as would make such connections 
effective, and as indicating an intent that interstate com- 
mercial intercourse should be free.’ (Judson Int. Com. 
51). 

It may be questioned whether the Act goes so far, but 
for our present purposes it is sufficient to say, that here 
at last was the nose of the camel fairly through the 
door. 

In West Virginia this statute has been construed in the 
case of Wall v. N. & W. R. R. Co., 53 W. Va. 485, and 
held by its declaration of the national public policy of 
continuous interstate transportation, to prevent an at- 
tachment levy upon the cars of one company when in the 
possession of a connecting company in another State. 

‘Twenty-one years elapsed before any further legisla- 
tion. In the meantime the public demand for regulation 
of rates and railroad service was steadily growing, 
culminating in many of the States in the formation of 
railroad Commissions and the “Granger legislation.” The 
State of [Illinois among others passed an act forbidding 
a railroad to charge more for any given distance than 
it was charging for a longer distance, and imposing a 
penalty tor such discrimination. On the 25th day of Oc- 
tober, 1886, the Supreme Court decided the great case 
of the Wabash &c. R. R. Co. v. the State of Lilinois, 
118 U. S. 557, and held that in so far as the railroad 
rate legislation of the State sought to control interstate 
shipments, or that part of the same actually within the 
limits of the State, it was void, notwithstanding the 
silence of Congress upon the subject; thus declaring 
tor the first time that it was not the exercise of the regu- 
lating power which was to be deemed exclusive, but its 
existence, and denying to the States all power by taxa- 
tion or regulation to control shipments of an intertsate 
character. (Compare Mobile County v. Kimball, 102 
U. S. 691). This decision made the passage of the Act 
imperative and on the fourth of February, 1887, the 
Interstate Commerce Act became a law. A member of 
the House is said to have described it as a bill which 
“nobody understands, nobody wants, and everybody is 
going to vote for.” How far reaching was the step then 
taken no one now living can tell; it marks the transition 
of the commerce power from the passive to the active 
stage; the slumbering giant of Federal regulation had 
bestirred himself at last. Previous to this time the ques- 
tions presented for judicial determination had been in

year 1887, there was an entire absence of all legislation 
on the part of Congress in relation to interstate com- 
merce. ‘Chere were of course the various navigation acts, 


relating to licensing, pilotage Xc. and especially the act 
ot August 2nd, 1882, prescribing regulations for the car- 
riage of passengers by sea. “There was also the Act of 
July 3, 1866, regulating the carriage of nitroglycerine 
and other like nitro-explosives, requiring them to be se- 
curely packed and plainly marked—all of which no doubt 
grew out of the famous nitro-glycerine cases, which 
brought the danger of the compound so forcibly before 
the public mind; but in this act it was expressly provided 
that it should not be so construed as to prohibit any State 
from torbidding the importation, or regulating the man- 
utacture and use of any such products within its own 
borders. “There was the clause inserted in the Internal 
Revenue Act of 1867, making it a misdemeanor to mix 
for sale, or sell or offer for sale, naptha, illuminating oils 
or petroleum of less than 110 degrees fire test; but this 
the Supreme Court in U. S. v. DeWitt, 9 Wall. 41, held 
to be a police regulation pure and simple, and as such

tion brings out in bold relief the change which has since 
taken place. 

‘The subsequent history of the Act of 1887, is too fresh 
in our minds to require more than, a passing reference. 
In 1889, there was added to the Act the mandamus 
clause, giving the Circuit and District Courts the right 
to enforce by mandamus at the suit of a shipper the pro- 
visions of the Act. In 1893, persons testifying before 
the Commission were given immunity from prosecu- 
tion, in order to destroy the self-incriminatory character 
ot their evidence. In 1903, was passed the “Expedition 
Act,” giving to cases arising under either the Interstate 
Commerce Act or the Anti-Trust Act, priority upon the 
Court dockets. In 1903 also the Elkins Act was passed, 
making the corporation as well as its officers and agents 
criminally liable for violations of the Act, and making 
the published tariff the standard of lawfulness and any de- 
parture therefrom a misdemeanor. 

It should also be noted, as evidencing the growing de- 
termination on the part of Congress to subject transpor- 
tation by rail to the same sort of regulation as that exer- 
cised over transportation by water under the naviga- 
tion Acts, that in 1893 was passed the Safety-Appli- 
ance Act, since twice amended, requiring the use of train 
brakes, automatic couplers, grab-irons and hand-holds, 
and empowering the Commission to fix a standard height 
of draw-bars for freight cars; and in 1901, the Act re- 
quiring all carriers to make to the Commission a monthly 
report of all accidents. 

Each succeeding report of the Commission, however, 
complained of the narrow power conferred upon it by 
the original act. The unquestioned existence of abuses 
which the Act was powerless to reach, made the com- 
plaint of the Commission simply a reflex of a growing 
popular sentiment, which had its culmination in the pas- 
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NEW YORK CITY—Ameriean Linseed Company, Fidelity and Oasualty Com- 
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sage at the last session of the Hepburn Bill. And let 
me say, that however much we may approve the intent 
and purpose of that Act—and who indeed does” not—it 
leaves many things to be desired from the standpoint of 
legal draughtsmanship. What extension of control does 
it effect? ‘The Act of 1887 in terms applied te common 
carriers by railroad, or partly by railroad and partly by 
water; and by an amendment in 1888, was made to 
apply to telegraph lines built under government subsidy. 
The Hepburn Act embraces also pipe-lines, express com- 
panies, and sleeping-car companies. The original act 
confined itself largely to a general prohibition of rebates 
and discrimination, and made the powers-of the Com- 
mission little more than inquisitorial; the Hepburn Act 
goes beyond this with its specific provisions against the 
giving of passes, and the transportation by a carrier of 
any commodity manufactured, mined, produced or owned 
by it wholly or in part, other than timber; its require- 
ment that switch connections shall be installed, and that 
the originating or receiving carrier shall be liable to the 
shipper for all loss whether occurring upon its own or 
upon connecting lines, and that schedules of rates shall 
be publicly posted; and its grant to the Commission of 
the power to determine and fix rates, and to award to the 
complaining shipper damages for violations of the Act. 

I say that we approve the intent and purpose of this 
Act. It has come to stay beyond all question. How far 
it will be beneficial remains to be seen; but if it fails 
to accomplish the ends for which it was framed, we may 
rest assured that the legislation which will replace it will 
be more drastic and not less so. We are hardly surprised 
at the growth of power which it illustrates; and yet we 
are sensible of astonishment at some of the suggestions 
made for its enlargement. Only the other day, if he 
has been correctly quoted, Justice Gaynor of the State of 
New York urged that the Federal Government, in order 
to make the Act effective, should nominate and appoint 
the General Freight Agent of each and every interstate 
railroad, who should be a Federal employee and responsi- 
ble to the Government alone.

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Let us note the chain of argument upon which the 
Interstate Commerce Act and its amendments depend. 
First, it was the intent of the Constitution that com- 
merce between the States should be free; the power to 
maintain this freedom was vested in the Federal govern- 
ment; its existence in the Federal government, precludes 
its exercise, so far as such interstate commerce is coh- 
cerned, by any of the States; commerce is no longer free 
when one shipper enjoys privileges not granted to another, 
therefore Congress as representative of the sole power 
must prohibit preferences and discriminations; experi- 
ence has shown that the giving of passes, the ownership 
of commodities by the carrier, perhaps the shifting of 
the burden of the carriers contract to succeeding carriers, 
and the uncontrolled power in the carrier to fix its rates 
all tend toward that discrmination which destroys free- 
dom; ergo, Congress may go beyond a simple forbidding 
of discrimination, and may forbid all these things. 

And so in order that interstate commerce may be not 
only free but safe, that persons and property may be trans- 
ported without loss or injury while in transit, we have 
such legislation as the Live Stock Act, the Safety-Appli- 
ance Act, or the Accident Report Act above referred to. 
And the argument is that the same power which may reg 
ulate interstate commerce in order to preserve its freedom, 
may likewise preserve by appropriate safeguards the sub- 
ject of its regulation.

THE AMERICAN CONFERENCE OF NATIONS. 


The time for this Congress is opportune, because the 
world is on the eve of the second Hague Conference, 
called by the President of the United States, in compli- 
ance with the resolutions of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union passed at its first American Session, held at St. 
1904.

This second Hague Conference is therefore the Ameri- 
can Conference of Nations. 

The people of the United States, without regard to 
personal or political opinions, or to the country of their 
origin, are in favor of law duly declared and administered 
as a substitute for war. 

The Congress will demonstrate this fact to the repre- 
sentatives of all nations soon to assemble at The Hague. 
In doing so it will render an invaluable service to the 
cause of justice and of peace founded upon justice. 


THE PRESS COMMITTEE. 


Realizing that the press of the United States has an 
important part to perform in speeding the wheels of 
progress in international affairs, the Executive Committee 
has given special attention to the organization of the Press 
Committee. This Committee is composed of representa- 
tives from all the daily, weekly and monthly papers of a 
‘ general character which are published in New York. 


THE JUDICIAL COMMITTEE. 


The existence of an International Court, even though 
it has no jurisdiction, has caused American judges to con- 
sider the question of making this court an integral part 
of the world’s judicial machinery for the administration 
of law in International affairs. 

This Committee will see that the jurists of America 
are strongly represented in the Congress, and that they 
formulate a plan for enabling the United States to’ take 
a leading part in the arbitration movement without run- 
ning counter to the Constitution of the United States. 


THE COMMERCE COMMITTEE. 


Men engaged in commerce have a manifest interest in 
the uninterrupted flow of profitable commerce between 
all nations. ‘They are first to be injured by the cessation 
or diminution of international commerce through the 
breaking out of war. It is to be expected, therefore, that 
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they will always be glad to join with their fellow citizens 
in promoting arbitration. They share with their fellow 
citizens the love of justice, and they stand in a position 
which compels them to face the fact that profitable inter- 
course between nations depends upon the establishment of 
a system of International law. 

A Commerce Committee has been organized, therefore, 
which contains many of the most eminent commercial 
men of our times, and this Committee will see that the 
men of affairs are active in promoting peace through arbi- 
tration by active participation in this Congress. 


THE LABOR COMMITTEE. 


Under the direction of Mr. Charles Sprague Smith, a 
Labor Committee has been organized. 

The concerted movement among statesmen for a system 
of international arbitration was initiated in 1887 by the 
labor members of the British Parliament, and .resulted in 
the organization of the International 
Union in 1889. 
sand members, all of whom have seats in some National

Since the London session of this Union in 
July of last year the American Federation of Labor has 
endorsed the progressive propositions which were carried 
at that conference, through the efforts of- the delegates 
from the United States Congress, headed by Mr. Bart- 
holdt. 


THE PATRIOTIC COMMITTEE. 


The main purpose of this Congress will be to make a 
stand for the adoption, by all nations, of the fundamental 
principles, for the establishment of which over a very small 
area our forefathers made war. It has seemed, therefore, 
that those Americans who take pride in this conduct of 
their ancestors, will be anxious to display a similar spirit 
now in the advocacy of the universal acceptance of those 
principles. ‘The Patriotic Committee has been organized 
to enlist co-operation by participating in this Congress 
and by advocacy of the arbitration movement generally. 


THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Legislative Department has a more direct relation 
to International Arbitration than any other, because the 
Legislatures of the world have the power to declare war, 
and to do things which will make war unnecessary. 
Permanent Peace cannot come until the world’s legislative 
bodies have performed that part which especially pertains 
to them, by introducing the Reign of Law in Interna- 
tional Relations. Special pains have therefore been given 
to enlisting the interest of Members of Congress in the 
work of the Legislative Committee. 

One of the most encouraging signs of the times is that 
a large number of Senators, Members of the House, and 
the Governors of the original (13) States have consented 
to serve on this Committee.

existing, and sue at each period of payment for the salary 
then due. The right of a wrongfully discharged servant to 
recover wages for contract period subsequent to discharge 
is the subject of a note to this case. 

The wilful default of the manager of a farm to submit 
accurate accounts to his employer, as required by his con- 
tract, is held, in Sipley v. Stickney (Mass.) 5 L.R.A.(N.S.) 
469, to deprive him of his right to recover his stipulated 
wages, although it results in no injury to the employer.

tions trom the post-mortem standpoint, when it is too late 
to correct any defect which may be discovered. The point 
ot view here taken is ante-mortem; that is at a time when 
mistakes may be avoided, or if already made may be cor 
rected—a time when the most satisfactory and valuable 
professional services can be rendered. In other words, the 
plan here pursued is synthetic and preventive rather 
than analytical and remedial. 

As the wealth of a community and the requirements 
ot society increase, the importance of correct testamentary 
writing also increases and the necessity of she legal pro 
fession being fully prepared to meet any demands made 
upon it. Without attempting to be exhaustive or going 
too much into detail, the writer has taker advantage ot 
the successes as well as the failures of others in the prep- 
aration of wills. “he successes are represented by the 
plans of and extracts from wills which form Part Il 
of this volume. ‘The failures are represented by litigated 
cases discussed in Part | and mentioned in the notes with 
duplicate citations wherever possible. 

Qt the continuing stream of litigation concerning wills, 
much is unavoidable, but the greater part seems to be 
unnecessary. While unskillful and non-professional tes- 
tamentary writing is responsible for a large part of the 
unnecessary litigation, it is also true that the statutes 
of various states, particularly those patterned after the 
laws of New York on trusts, powers, perpetuities, and 
kindred subjects contribute largely to the difficulties. 
Writing on the Rule against Perpetuities Professor Gray 
says: “In no civilized country is the making of a will so 
delicate an operation and so likely to fail of success as in 
New York.” Attention is especially directed to those 
statutes. 

The best drawn wills are usually the subject of the 
least litigation. Althoughe wills are matters of public 
record, an effort has been made to render the parts here 
used as impersonal as possible by omitting the names of 
beneficiaries, amounts of legacies, and other matters not 
necessary to a professional interest. With a view of 
adding to the value of such extracts they have been sub- 


mitted in proof to counsel of the various estates and other 
interested persons for suggestive criticism in the light of 
the administration of each estate. While the extracts from 
wills are not presented as absolutely perfect specimens 
of testamentary writing, it has been deemed improper 
to criticize instruments which may be the subject of dis- 
pute. The law therefore has been stated generally in 
Part I and a general note attached to each will.

‘The excellence of Mr. Kenny’s work has forced it into 

the enviable position of a standard and it is with no sur- 
prise we learn of the issuance of a revision for the use of 
American students. Not only may it be read with great 
profit by those who intend to follow or are following the 
profession of law, but its Value is fully as great to others 
who are pursuing a course of liberal studies along those 
branches of learning which concern most directly the so- 
cial welfare of the community. 

Mr. Webb's revision has been accomplished with discre- 
tion, nothing having been eliminated which tended to a 
complete understanding of the subject. Much of the 
original text relating to many important modern English 
statutes has been retained. Several of these, such as 
the Larceny Act of 1861 as well as the Sales of Goods 
Act of 1893 and the Police Property Act of 1897, should 
suggest certain legislative reforms and provisions which 
it would be prudent to adopt in the United States. Most 
of the citations to English cases in the notes have been 
retained and some American authorities added. 

When once the preliminary difficulties attendant upon 








the chaotic form which the law of crime still retains in 
England have been faced and surmounted, this branch of 
the law 


s peculiarly capable of being rendered interest- 
ing. It is closely linked with history, with ethics, with 
politics, with philanthrophy. ‘The author has made his 
subject attractive to the reader, by supplying enough 
illustrative examples to give vividness and reality to all 
the abstract principles, and also by tracing out its con- 
nection with the past sufficiently to explain the various 
historical anomalies with which it is still encumbered, 
suggesting moreover the most important controversies 
psychological, social, juridical—that it seems likely to 
arouse in the future. Partly for the last-mentioned pur- 
pose, and partly because their importance even for present- 
day practice seems to be greater than is often supposed, 
more than usual prominence has been given to the sub- 
jects of Malice, Responsibility, and the Measure of Pun- 
ishment. Official statistics of courts and prisons have 
been freely used so that the reader will be in a position 
to obtain a precise idea of the present administration of 
criminal justice, and of the comparative importance of the 
various forms of its procedure. As an example of the 
author’s method of treatment, we quote the following 
from Chapter XVIII (Conspiracy). 

Conspiracy is the agreement of two or more persons to 
effect any unlawful purpose whether as their ultimate 
aim or only as a means to it. This definition presents 
three points for notice: (1) the act of agreement, (2) 
the persons agreeing, (3) the purpose agreed upon. 

(1) The Agreement. It must not be supposed that 
conspiracy is a purely mental crime, consisting in the 
mere concurrence of the intentions of the parties. Here 
as everywhere in our law, bare intention is no crime. 
“Agreement” as Lord Chelmsford puts it clearly “is an 
act of advancement of the intention which each person 
has conceived in his mind.” It is not mere intention, but 
the announcement and acceptance of intentions. Bodily 
movement, by word or gesture, is indispensable to effect 
it. In order of time, it comes intermediate between the 
intention and the act agreed upon. But the mere fact 
of the parties having come to such an arrangement suffices 
to constitute a conspiracy. Hence it is not necessary 
to show that they went on to commit some overt act 
towards carrying it out; though this would be necessary 
in an action of tort for conspiracy. It follows that a 
person may be convicted of a conspiracy at common law 
as soon as it has been formed, and before any overt act 
has been committed. ‘The offense is complete as soon as 
the parties have agreed as to their unlawful purpose, 
although nothing has yet been settled as to the means and 
devices to be employed for effecting it. Thus if two 
lovers agree to commit suicide together but promptly 
think better of it, they nevertheless are liable to an indict- 
ment for conspiracy. The gist of the offense consists in 
the agreement or confirmation; with the unlawful intent. 
Such agreement need not be of a formal character or evi- 
denced by any specific declaration of the unlawful pur- 
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pose. On the other hand, by the weight of authority 
the actual accomplishment of the crime agreed upon, 
except it be a felony, will not cause the original offense 
of conspiracy to become “merged” in it. Hence it would 
be technically possible to bring an indictment for a mere 
conspiracy to commit some grave offense and then support 
it by evidence that tends to show an actual consummation 
of the crime; but judges sternly discourage such a course 
as unfair to the accused. It has generally been held how- 
ever, if the unlawful purpose is to commit a felony and 
the felony is in fact accomplished, that the conspiracy is 
merged, on the principle that the lesser offense being a 
misdemeanor merely becomes merged in the felony. As to 
the merger of offenses, generally it should be observed that 
as a general proposition one misdemeanor is not merged 
in another, when both arise out of the same act, nor 
does one felony thus merge in another. But when the 
same act gives rise both to a misdemeanor and a felony, 
the lesser offense becomes merged in the greater, and the 
indictment must be for the greater. Statutory provisions 
in various states have greatly modified the scope of this 
rule. 

(2) Two Persons. The very name of the crime in- 
dicates that it is essentially one of combination; a man 
cannot by himself conspire. Moreover the law applies 
here the old doctrine of conjugal unity, reckoning hus- 
band and wife as one person; so that an unlawful com- 
bination by him and her alone does not amount to a con- 
spiracy. But though there must be a plurality of con- 
spirators, it is not necessary that all should be brought to 
trial together. One person may be indicted, alone, for 
conspiring with other persons who are not in custody, or 
who are even unknown to the prosecutor. Neither is it 
requisite that all should enter into the combination at the 
same time. ‘hose who subsequently join in a conspiracy 
previously formed become equally guilty. One may 
abandon a conspiracy and escape liability for the subse- 
quent acts of his former confederates. He must neverthe- 
less make his abandonrfient definite and manifest, and 
bring it to the knowledge of his associates. 

(3) An unlawful purpose. The term “unlawful” is 
here used in a sense which is unique, and unhappily, has 
never yet been defined precisely. “The purposes which it 
comprises appear to be of the following species. 

(i) Agreements to commit a substantive crime; e. g. a 
conspiracy to steal, or even merely to incite some one else 
to steal. ‘lhis extends to all cases where it would be 
criminal for any of the conspirators to commit the act 
agreed upon; even though the offense be of a trivial na- 
ture. 

(ii) Agreements to commit any tort that is malicious. 
It has sometimes been supposed that agreements to com- 
mit any tort, of whatever kind, are indictable as con- 
spiracies. But the weight of authority seems to be in fa- 
vor of limiting the rule to malicious torts; thus exclud- 
ing, for instance, a trespass committed bona fide by per- 
sons eager to assert their supposed right of way.
